Irma and District should pile in 
togethet and make things hum 
in regdard to War Saving 
Certificates 


It would be interesting to know 
just how the sale of War Saving 
Certificates and Thrift Stamps is 
coming along in Irma. Somehow or 
other there does not. seem to be 
much campaigning to boost sales. 
There are still scores of people who 
do not know what War Savings Cer- 
tificktes or Thrift Stamps are, or 
how to invest in them. ‘This condi- 
tion should. be temedied. In this 
connection it may be well to explain 
that the price of the War Saving 
Stamps is four dollars each, increas- 
ing one cent per month, the War 
Savings Stamp Certificate holding 
ten stamps. This certificate,, when 
completed, will have cost the pur- 
chases slightly over 40 dollars. It 
will be redeemed in 1924 for $50. 
The Thrift Stamp is a .convenient 
medium for the purchase of War 
Savings Stamps. It costs 25 cents 
and with the purchase of the first 
one a Thrift Stamp Certificate is re- 
ceived which will hold 16 stamps. 
When the certificate is filled it may 
be exchanged for a War Savings 
Stamp. Thus the War‘ Savings 
‘Stamp Certificate may be built up- 
on through the saving of a quarter 
here and there.

Capture of .Bentschen Would. Cut 
Communication With Silesia 

Berlin. — Polish troops have occu- 
pied the railway station at Chrosch- 
nik, four miles from Bentschen and 
have sent an ultimatum. to the Ger- 
man comimande-> in the latter place, 
demanding that he surrender. The 
demand has been refused and the 
Germans will defend Bentschen at.all 
costs, according.to the Tageblatt, 

Bentschen is a town near 
boundary between the provinces of 
Posen and Bradenburg. 

Capture of Bentschen by the Poles 
would be most serious for Berlin and 
all of northern Germany. - Its. loss 
to the Poles would cut communica- 
tion between Berlin and Silesia and 
would endanger the provisioning of 
Frankfort-on-the-Ober and. all of 
northern Germany, 

The cabinet completed its .consid- 
eration of the Polish situation and 
directed the ministry of war to take 
the ficcessary technical . steps to 
strengthen the astern frontiers. 
When preparations have been com- 
pleted, which will probably be next 
week, the cabinet will probably appeal 
to the people to form a  valunteer 
army to‘protect the German borders.

In the face of 
this, it bchooves every agency of 
moral and economic purpose to be 
alive and sact only after a thorough 
knowledge of conditions, 

One of the agencies that is doing 
a great deal to mect this condition is 
the rural Y.M.C.A.—this organization 
is made up from the leaders of the 
community, who, knowing their, own 
probleins and conditions are endeav- 
oring with the assistance of ‘their 
sccrctary to keep their own constit- 
uency—this saves them in many 
cases from being he victims of some 
visionary but impossible schemes, 

Through this Icadership, sane and 
safe ways can be evolved.. The mor- 
ale of the community must be the 
objective for the next few months. 
Idealism must not lose its grip on 


the people—on this will depend the 
history for ycars to come, The end

Washington. — Reports have been 
received from Constantinople to the
